Durin g this in terval, the British 
issued the con troversial white paper 
of 1939 which d rastically restricted 
Jewish immigration an d called for 
a complete stoppage of all immigra­ 
tion within fiv# ’years. 
This partly satisfied the Arabs an d 
en d ed 
their open 
resistan ce 
to 
Britain But it touched off a wave 
of Jewish protests which resulted in 
wid espread violen ce. 
The d isord ers grew d urin g the 
early 1940's un til Britain fin ally 
agreed to con tin ue ad mittin g 1,500 
Jews a mon th in stead of stoppin g 
immigration completely. 


AS TIifE passed the question of 
immigration became the major Is­ 
sue in Palestin e. The Arabs d eman d ­ 
ed a complete stoppage of immigra­ 
tion an d the Jews d eman d ed that 
immigration restriction s be lifted 
en tirely. 
When Britain took over the man ­ 
d ate there were approximately 85,- 
000 Jews in Palestin e. Now there 
are about 850,000—half the n um­ 
ber of Arabs In the Holy Lan d . 
The Jewish fight was d irected 
from the begin n in g by the Jewish 
agen cy which was recogn ised by 
Britain un d er provision s of the man ­ 
d ate as the official voice of Pales­ 
tin e Jews. 
The Arabs were d irected by the 
Mufti of Jerusalem, but they had 
n o recogn ised bod y to speak for 
them un til 
1936 when the Arab

fewer than 18 commission s or other 
in quiry groups tackled the prob­ 
lem before the Un ited Nation s fi­ 
n ally sen t an H-ooun ty special com­ 
mittee (UNSCOP) to the Holy Lan d 
in 1947. 
The best kn own of these in quir­ 
ies were the Royal (Peel) commis­ 
sion . which wen t to Palestin e in 
1937, an d the An glo-American com­ 
mittee of In quiry in 1946. 
At on e time or an other Britain 
con sid ered almost every con ceivable 
plan to settle the Jewish-AraU d if­ 
feren ce. These in clud ed both parti­ 
tion an d a fed erated or can ton al 
govern men t. In each case the Brit­ 
ish failed to get acceptan ce by both 
Jews an d Arabs. 
Foreign Secretary Ern est Bevin 
mad e his fin al attempt in Febru­

lowers of 
three 
great religions — 
Christianity, 
J u- 
daism and 
Mo­ 
hammedanism. At 
the worst 
it might 
produ ce that most 
awfu l 
form of 
conflict, a Holy Daw* 
war—Moslem against J ew, 
The legions of 
neighboring AraD 
states are reported drawn up against 
the frontiers of 
Palestine, waiting 
f0r the fatefu l hou r of midnight 
which signals the 
arrival of May 15. 
Will the inv ading force be so over­ 
whelming that the 
defenders can’t 
stand u p against it. or can the J ew­ 
ish army hold its 
own? Probably 
only the actu al test at arms 
will 
answer that question. 


HOWEVER, the 
J ewish position 
isn’t withou t its advantages. In the 
first place the strength 
of the J ew­ 
ish agency militia, 
Haganah, 
is 
u nofficially estimated at 53,000 men. 
Who are said to be 
well equipped 
with smell arms. 
In addition the 
Stern grou p and the 
underground 
Irgu n Zv ai 
Leu mi together 
are 
credited with totaling from 2,500 to 
7 000 fighting men. Then, too, with 
the lifting of the embargo against 
the importation of 
war materiel. ( 
the Jews u ndou btedly will be able ( 
to secu re considerable supplies. 
j 
Perhaps ev en 
more 
impressive 
from the Jewish 
standpoint are the 
defenses which natu re 
has supplied 
against inv asion. 
The 
frontiers 
with Sy ria and Lebaon are moun­ 
tainou s' and dilflcult for military 
operations. Facing 
the other fron­ 
tiers are great stretches of terrain 
which contain many 
desert tracts. 


This doesn’t mean the natural 
obstacles are so great that Pales­ 
tine can’t be invaded. It does mean 
that they would impede armies in 
numerous places and, even more 
important, would vastly increase 
the difficulties of the invaders in 
maintaining their lines of supply. 
Some of the desert country In the 
middle east is hades 
mi 
wheels. 
I’ve seen a lot of it at one time 
or another, but the worst spot in 
my experience was the desert in the 
northern part of Egypt’s Sinai pen­ 
insula. I mention this because the 
Egyptians have an Army drawn up 
against the Palestine frontier, which 
undoubtedly means that the troops 
were moved along the seacoast by 
a railway^skirting the desert. 


I WAS WITH British General Sir 
Archibald Murray at the time of 
the Battle of Romani which was 
fought in the heart of that desert 
in August, 19 16 , when the Turks, 
under German officers, did the ‘*im- 
possltle” stunt of marching an army 
across the hot, shifting sands to 
attack. Military men long had main­ 
tained that such a crossing couldn't 
be made, but Napoleon once 
re­ 
marked that someday an army would 
cross that blazing hell. General Mur­ 
ray believed him and established 
his. defenses east of the Suez canel 
among the sand dunes. 
I’ve seen a lot of battlefields, but 
this was the worst of them, strewn 
as it was with Turks, camels and 
donkeys cooking under he blazing 
snn. The Turks flung themselves 
against the British positions amidst 
the soft sands of the high dunes 
and got mowed down by machine- 
gun fire. Many of them died from 
heat and lack of water, for the soil 
temperature at midday was about 
175 degrees Fahrenheit. Their cas­ 
ualties, dead and prisoners, were 
some 10,000, as I recall it. 
The most astounding part of this 
battle was that the Turks brought 
artillery with them. This produced 
a nine-day puzzle for the British, 
but they finally solved it. 
There 
grows in the desert a very tough 
and wiry plant. The Turks dug small 
and parallel trenches, wide enough 
apart to accommodate the wheels of 
the gun carriages, and filled these 
trenches with the resilient plants.
